Liquor will be on the minds of Plano 
City Councilmen Monday night. 
The council will hold a public 
hearing on a private club ordinance 
which would allow restaurants to sell 
alchoholic beverages. The Planning 
and 
Zoning 
Commission 
has 
recommended that 
the 
clubs 
be 
allowed in all retail and light com­ 
mercial areas of 30 acres or more. 
A council 
committee, 
however, 
which drafted the proposed ordinance 
included only the central business 
district and retail areas of more than 
30 acres. 
Also, only restaurants located 
within 
an 
area 
bounded 
by 
Independence Parkway on the west, 
Spring Creek Parkway on the north, 
Jupiter Road on the east and the south 
city limits ’would be eligible for a 
special use permit under the original 
council proposal. 
Restaurants must obtain 65 percent 
of their gross receipts from the sale of 
food, subject to an annual audit. The 
council is also expected to impose 
distance, time and size requirements. 
Several 
ordinances 
form ally 
granting special use permits are also 
on the agenda. Granted earlier this 
month under the existing private club

Fulfillment of the building program 
proposed in the Plano Independent 


School District’s $38.5 million school 
bond election will depend on the ac­ 
curacy of architectual projections on 
future costs. 
“Only time and construction costs 
will tell whether we will be able to 
build the eight schools, complete the 
additions and renovations and pur­ 
chase the ll school sites we propose,” 
said School Board president Rutledge 
Haggard. 
“We do know, however, that our 
architects—Corgan 
Associates and 
Jarvis Putty Jarvis—have scrutinized 
as many indicators and trends as 
possible to come up with dollar 


amounts that they believe will hold up 
through the 1980-81 construction 
period of this bond program,'' 
Haggard added

$8,959,500 for five elem entaries, 
$5,012,000 for a middle school, 
$6,950,000 for a 9-10 grade high school 
and $13,200,000 for the first phase of 
the east side senior high 
According to C. Jack Corgan of 
Corgan Associates, proposed costs for 
the schools were developed on the 
basis that the respective schools will

Kids Succeed Despite Vision Defects 


Program for Visually Impaired 
Helps Students Learn Normally

Children who were once considered 
too handicapped to be educated in a 
public school are now receiving the 
special help they need to learn with 
the rest of their classmates. 
Part of the Plano Independent 
School District’s special education 


“It’s common sense how to work with these students,” said Julie Buchanan, 
instructor of the PISD’s visually impaired children. “But sometimes the word 
‘blind’ scares teachers.” Ms. Buchanan travels from school to school within the 
district helping students like four-year olds Linda Miller (above) and Jeffrey 
Worthy (right) to adjust to school life despite their visual problems. The program 


for the visually impaired was begun three years ago and is part of the Plano 
Independent School District’s extensive special education program. There are 
currently 16 students with vision handicaps in the program. They range from 
being partially sighted to legally blind. (Staff photos by Mike Newman). 


Ms. Buchanan spends about two 
hours a week with each of her 
students, who range in age from four 
to 18 years Her goal is to make school 
life easier for children classified as 
partially sighted or legally blind 
Like the m any other special 
education programs in the PISIX the 
diagnosis of 
visually 
im paired 
students is an important step in the 
overall success of the program. 
Usually, Ms. Buchanan pointed out, 
teachers will contact her when they 
first notice a child with a vision 
problem. Ms. Buchanan will then visit 
the child at school, and if she agrees 
that a visual deficiency exists, she will 
then contact the child’s parents. 
The parents will more than likely 
already know of the child's visual 
problem and usually have already had 
the 
student 
tested 
by 
an 
op- 
thamologist. Ms. Buchanan talks with 
the eye doctor and, 
if 
the op- 
thamologist feels that additional help 
will benefit the child, the teacher 
takes the student into her program 
“ It’s common sense how to work 
with these students,” Ms. Buchanan 
said, “but sometimes the word ‘blind' 
scares teachers. The kids’ learning 
levels are the same and they can 
function.” 
To help 
the 
visually 
impaired 
student get along better in school, the 
special education teacher will do such 
things as order textbooks in large 
print or magnifiers to be used with 
regularly printed books. 
She may retype class handouts or 
read questions from a paper to the 
child. Mobility instruction -teaching 
the student how to adapt physically to 
his classroom environment— is also a 
part of Julie Buchanan's duties. 
The teacher says that she has found 
few visually impaired students with 
emotional problems stemming from 
their physical handicap. 
“ I think some of them—the young 
ones—when they first realize they 
can’t see as well as their classmates, 
may feel inferior,” she said, “but I 
( ontinued on Page 3

Dear Bob: I have noticed 
large areas in our national 
forests where trees have 
been cut down for lumber. 
How much of an effect would 
paper recycling have on 
reducing forest destruction? 
Dear Reader: About 90 
percent of our national 
forests allow the cutting of 
trees by the timber industry. 
Today, almost half of the 
total number of trees cut 
annually in this country 
occurs in national forests, 
and about 60 percent of this 
is a result of clearcutting. 
The National Association 
of Recycling Industries tells 
us that for every ton of paper 
recycled 17 trees are saved. 
If Plano recycled only one- 
third of the paper it uses, 
about 68,000 trees would be 
saved each year. 
Dear Bob: Last summer’s 
earthquake in China is 
reported to have killed as 
many as 700,000 people. Is it 
possible 
that 
natural 
disasters will control world 
population growth? 
Dear Reader: The number 
of people killed in China 


were replaced by world 
population growth within 3 
days of the disaster. 
All major disasters ever 
recorded, 
including 
all 
m a jo r 
e a r t h q u a k e s , 
avalanches, 
volcanic 
eruptions, 
tornadoes, 
hurricanes, floods, typhoons, 
fires, 
explosions, 
ship­ 
wrecks, and railroad and 
aircraft accidents, have 
caused an estimated 
7 
million deaths. 
Present 
world population growth can 
add this number of people to 
the earth in less than one 
month. 
The China earthquake was 
one of the largest disasters 
of all time. 
If natural 
disasters are to control the 
world’s population growth, 
there will have to be a 
catastrophe 
of 
sim ilar 
magnitude every 4 days. 
This seems unlikely. 
COMMENTARY: 
What is our most serious 
environmental problem? 
Former 
Secretary-Gen­ 
eral of the United Nations, U 
Thant, has stated that “ the 
most urgent conflict con­ 


fronting the world today is 
not between nations or 
ideologies, but between the 
pace of growth of the human 
race and the insufficient 
increase 
in 
resources 
necessary for support of 
mankind 
in 
peace, 
prosperity, and dignity.” 
We 
are 
doubling 
the 
number of people on this 
planet every 35 years. By 
2010, we will have 8 billion 
people. By 2045,16 billion. By 
the year 2080, a year which 
many of our grandchildren 
will see, there will be 32 
billion 
people 
running 
around grabbing for their 
share of the remaining 
resources. 
In little more 
than 600 years, the earth will 
be standing room only. 
Already, one-half of the 
world’s 
people 
are 
malnourished. More than 
400.000 of these are on the 
edge of starvation. Over 
12.000 human beings are 
dying every day of hunger. 
Yet, we continue to let 
ourselves add nearly 250,000 
more people to this limited 
earth every day. 


The Eyeball 


In this day and age, we've got 
false eyelashes, false teeth, false 
fingernails and wigs. We've even 
got artificial limbs that work pretty 
good. But we ain't got artifical 
eyeballs, so when the eyes are gone 
there is no way to replace them. 
The eyeball is a remarkable 
piece of equipment, I mean even 
the technology of television can't 
hold a candle to it as far as ef­ 
ficiency goes. Really, the eye is 
kinda like a slide projector with a 
built-in screen. 
First, there is a tough connective 
layer of tissue called the sclera, if 
you like to impress people, (or the 
white of the eye if you don't). This 
tissue sorta holds the whole thing 
together and protects the best of 
the innerworkings, like the shell of 
the projector. The second layer 
contains most of the blood vessels. 
It is also the layer that causes the 
eye to look like a road map of 
Georgia after a night on the town.

Once you get to thinking 
about it, it kinda makes a person 
feel like having a national holiday 
set aside just to honor this lowly 
enzyme.

As in the case of welfare 
reform , N ational Health 
Insurance is a top priority of 
the A dm inistration. The 
S ecretary 
of 
Health, 
E ducation 
and 
W elfare, 
Joseph A Califano, Jr., is 
calling for an all-out HEW 
effort to ask the general 
public how national health 
insurance 
can 
best 
be 
achieved. 
Because national 
health 
insurance will affect almost 
everyone, it is particularly 
important to consult with a 
broad cross section of the 
A m erican people as the 
D epartm ent 
p repares 
a 
proposal for the President. 
For more than fifty years, 
national 
health 
insurance 
and related health care 
financing questions have 
been debated in this country 
while over the sam e period, 
national 
health 
lasurance 
systems of various types 
have been implemented in 
all other m ajor industrial 
nations. Now more than ever 
there is a need for a program 
in which every citizen would 
be entitled to the same level 
of benefits; a program which 
would have uniform stan­ 
dards with strong quality 
and cost controls. 
An estim ated 26 million 
people in fiscal year 1976 
(about 12 percent of the U.S. 
population) had no health 
insurance coverage through 
private insurance or public 


programs such as Medicare 
and Medicaid. A majority of 
the uninsured comes from 
families with incomes but 
less than $10,000. 
While a large m ajority of 
Americans do have some 
form of health insurance, 
there a re som e serious 
problems with respect to the 
adequacy 
of 
protection 
provided. An estim ated 25 
million persons covered by 
private insurance policies 
have inadequate protection 
against 
very 
high 
catastrophic expenses. For 
the elderly, the Medicare 
program currently pays less 
than 40 percent 
of their 
health care costs. 
An 
im p o rtan t

Today, over 35 
million Americans live in 
areas where there are not

providers. 
Lack

sportation prevents

Gov. Dolph Briscoe now has two announced 
challengers in the Democratic primary goveinoi s race. 
Atty. Gen. John Hill made official his long-expected 
candidacy at news conferences in Austin, Houston, Dallas 
and San Antonio this week. 
A few days earlier, former Gov. Preston Smith (1969- 
72) revealed his comeback effort in m ailings to newspapers 


all over the state. 
Both candidates predictably slammed Briscoe for not 
exerting stronger leadership and zeroed in on the fact that 
the incumbent will serve IO years in office if re-elected. 
They also pointed to steep increases in state government 
spending during the last six years. 
Hill and Smith im mediately began initial campaign 
swings through the state. 
Briscoe continued to shrug off the attacks and predicted 
he will win a third term without a runoff. 
“I view the future with great optim ism ,” said Briscoe 
at a news conference. “My record speaks for itself. I am 
proud to run on it.” 
Meanwhile, U.S. Rep. Robert Krueger of New Braunfels 
and former Insurance Board Chairman Joe Christie of 
El Paso focused statewide interest on the race to unseat 
U.S. Sen. John Tower. Christie is still not an announced 
candidate, but a $100-a-plate fund-raising dinner to bank­ 
roll start of his expected campaign is set here October 18. 


Federal, State Courts Speak 


A federal court held 40 children of illegal aliens should 
he allowed to attend Tyler schools free. The Tyler school 
board voted to appeal the decision by U.S. District Judge 
William Wayne Justice that it could no longer charge the 
children of non-citizens $1,000 tuition. 
The Texas Court of Criminal Appeals stayed the first 
scheduled execution by drug injection. Kenneth Granviel 
had been sentenced to die September 16 for murder of 
three women and two children. His attorneys challenge con­ 
stitutionality of the injection law because it does not specify 
the lethal substance to be used. 
A district court jury in San Antonio ordered Southwest­ 
ern Bell Telephone Company to pay $3 million for slander­ 
ing tw'o former executives in an internal investigation. The 
company is appealing. 


State Textbooks Approved 


The State Textbooks Committee unanimously ordered 
publishers to elim inate the generic use of “he” from future 
schoolbooks. 
The committee adopted 90 new’ books, after voting to 
strike the generalized masculine pronoun. 
The State Board of Education will vote on final adoption 
of the $31 million in new books here November 12. 
Porn Booming 
A legislative committee studying child pornography was 
advised to recommend tough state laws to deal with the 
problem. 
A Los A ngeles author told the committee, producers, dis­ 
tributors and shippers of pornographic film s and photo­ 
graphs of children should be prosecuted vigorously. 
The writer described Los A ngeles as main production 
point for the film s and Houston as a leading distribution 
center. He said most of the child performers are runaways 
but “there is a higher degree of parental knowdedge and 
participation than we would like to think about.” 


Short Snorts 


The seasonally-adjusted index of total construction in 
Texas during July hit the third highest level ever recorded. 
Lt. Gov. Bill Hobby and House Speaker Bill Clayton are 
“road show” participants in a series of area m eetings to 
discuss local impact of legislation enacted this year— in­ 
cluding highway finance and education bills. 
Ray Hutchison stepped down as chairman of the Texas 
Republican Party while deciding whether he should run 
for governor. 
The Conservative Union is helping form a committee to 
study feasibility of a constitutional amendment to limit 
taxation. 
Dw’ayne Holman of Wharton, president of Young Dem­ 
ocrats of America, has been named executive director of 
the Texas Democratic Party.

One of the organizers of the W eatherman group, 
which took its name from a line in a Bob Dylan song, 
“ You don't need a weatherman to know which way the 
wind blows,” Rudd evidently decided that the w ind was 
not blowing his way. 
So at age 30 — the dividing line in the theology of the 
New Left of the 1960s between innocence and corrup­ 
tion — Rudd, seven years in hiding, surrendered last 
week to authorities. 
Although he and other W eatherman members went 
underground in 1970, vowing to act as “ vandals in the 
mother 
country,” 
Rudd 
faces 
relatively 
minor 
charges: 
bail jumping and a variety of other 
misdemeanors. In that year, a Detroit jury indicted 
Rudd and other defendants for conspiracy to bomb and 
kill; the charges later were dismissed. 
But the heroics of the young revolutionaries, who saw 
themselves conducting a guerrilla operation against a 
totally corrupt system, took its toll. Three members of 
the organization were killed in 1970 in an explosion in a 
Greenwich Village townhouse that they had converted 
into a bomb factory, and the Weather underground 
claimed responsibility for many bombings. 
'The Vietnam war, which inflamed students of the ‘60s 
and early ’70 s, is over and nearly forgotten, and the 
rush of history has made Rudd and his fellow radicals 
relics of an era. 
Yet some elements of life defy tim e’s swift passage, 
and endure all its vicissitudes. On hearing the news of 
Mark s surrender, his mother, Bertha Rudd, said: 
“ Tell him we got a pot of chicken soup "

Most citizens take such 
extensive white-collar crime 
for granted. Indeed, public 
cynicism may be its most 
corrosive ch a ra c teristic . 
For example, we seem to 
expect politicians to be 
subject to influence, if only 
by the subtle insinuations of 
campaign contributions. 
Court-ordered 
sanctions 
against corporations and 
cease and desist orders from 
ad m in istrativ e 
agencies 
often are regarded as part of 
the normal price of doing 


and ecology of the three 
species of North American 
wild dogs, the coyote, gray 
wolf and red wolf.

persons, do much m ore 
cheating on their taxes than 
most of us. 
Recent 
Senate 
in­ 
vestigations have revealed 
w idespread 
evidence 
of 
fraud by doctors submitting 
claims under Medicaid. That 
m any 
law yers 
do 
not 
necessarily obey the law is 
illu strated 
by 
the 
ex­ 
traordinarily large roster of 
attorneys involved in the 
W atergate crimes. 
Hypocrisy is a hallmark of 
white-collar crime. 
Often 
ders avoid calling what they 
have done by its blunt 
criminal name. They may 
grant that their behavior 
was “ illegal,” but they are 
likely to resist having it 
called “criminal ” 
For example, an executive 
involved in the 1961 antitrust 
violations, 
which 
were 
flagrant crimes, issued a 
statem ent 
to 
the 
press 
saying that he was about to 
serve a jail term “ for con­ 
duct which has been in­ 
terpreted as being in conflict 
with the complex antitrust 
laws.” 
Form er President Nixon 
and his Attorney General 
called for h arsh punish­ 
ments for street criminals at 
a time when they themselves 
were enmeshed in extensive 
crim inal 
activity. 
Such 
statem ents characterize the 
double stan d ard for un­ 
derworld 
and 
upperworld 
crime. 


COSTS OF WHITE-COLLAR 
CRIME 
W hite-collar 
crim inals 
steal m ore m oney than 
traditional criminals. Thus, 
bank embezzlers steal much 
m ore 
from 
banks 
than 
robbers; 
a million dollar 
robbery would be a sen­ 
sational new event, while a 
million dollar embezzlement 
is fairly commonplace. 
The 
heavy 
electrical 
equipm ent conspiracy in 
1961, one of the first major 
corporate criminal 
cases, 
involved millions of dollars 
of overcharges to 
public 
utilities and government. 
N evertheless, 
it 
was 
reported under “ Business” 


nows in one of the country’s 
leading weekly magazines, 
with the “ Crime” section 
reserved for “real” crime. 
S im ilarly, 
illegal 
cor­ 
porate 
cam paign 
con­ 
tributions and international 
bribes that have come to 
light in the last three years 
have generally been treated 
as business or political new s. 
Yet white-collar crim e can 
produce more social damage 
than so-called “real” crime. 
Muggings, 
burglaries and 
robberies can unite people in 
moral condemnation of the 
behavior. 
As the French sociologist 
Emile Durkheim noted, such 
crim es can make 
people 
behave 
b etter 
by 
em ­ 
phasizing what we abhor and 
showing what happens to 
people who behave in an 
unacceptable manner. 
White-collar 
crim es, 
on 
the contrary, breed social 
m alaise 
They 
cre a te 
d istru st, 
cynicism , 
and 
greed -- if others are doing it, 
1 11 get my share too Tax 
authorities, for exam ple, 
believe cheating increased 
sharply after revelation of 
Mr. Nixon’s tax deceits. 
What can be done about 
white-collar crime? 


AROUSING THE PUBLIC 
It is essential, first 
to 
recognize the existence and 
the importance of white- 
collar crime. Street crimes 
and traditional offenses are 
routinely 
tab ulated 
by 
government agencies 
Every three months the 
m edia 
herald 
their 
publication, noting either 
that the number of offenses 
are higher 
(usually 
they 
are), or are showing an 
e n c o u ra g in g , 
a lth o u g h 
slight, decline. These reports 
strongly influence public 
attitudes and public policy. 
No government agency in 
the sam e way as the FBI’s 
“ Uniform Crime Reports” 
reg u larly proclaim s how 
much antitrust activity is 
going on, whether doctors 
are involved in less Medicaid 
fraud or more, or whether 
bribery is on the increase. 
L arge 
federal 
g ran ts, 
particularly from the Law 
E nforcem ent 
A ssistance 
A dm inistration 
in 
the 
Department of Justice, have 
gone to investigate street 
crim e and strengthen police 
forces to deal with such 
crime. 


The rare LEAA activities 
on white-collar crime have 
focused almost exclusively 
on fly by-night consum er 
frauds Crimes by the en­ 
trenched 
and 
powerful 
remain unexamined. 
Part of the problem of 
arousing public and official 
concern lies in the diffuse 
character of injury from 
white-collar crime. 
Street 
crimes of violence produce 
immediate injury; illegal air 
pollution kills more slowly. 
Steal someone’s wallet and 
the scream of anguish is 
immediate. But overcharge 
a few pennies on a purchase 
and the outrage disappears. 


PRISONS VS. CRIME 
Difficult issues arise, too, 
in regard to the most ef­ 
fective m anner of dealing 
with captured white-collar 
criminals. It is unlikely that 
they will ever again do what 
they were caught at (but 
then, the same is true for 
most m urderers.) 
Some would argue that 
w h ite c o lla r 
c rim in a ls 
should not be imprisoned, 
and that the shame they reap 
seems punishment enough 
Furtherm ore, if they are 
professional persons, they 
may be barred from prac­ 
ticing 
their 
vocation, 
although professional groups 
such as bar, medical, and 
accountants’ 
associations 
often seem more concerned 
with protecting prerogatives 
than 
with 
prosecuting 
miscreants. 
Others differ, saying that 
we need to make an example 
of white-collar criminals to 
deter others. 
They argue too that justice 
and fairness insist that 
“crim e in the streets” and 
“crim e in the suites” be 
treated similarly 
One recent head of the 
J u s tic e 
D e p a rtm e n t’s 
Criminal Division, Richard 
T hornburgh, argued that 
“ imposition of prison terms, 
i 


joined 
with 
appropriately 
high fines, should be the rule 
in white-collar cases... 
At present, sad to say, the 
benefits which an offender 
can anticipate from many 
white-collar crim es may be 
m easured in m illions of 
dollars.” 
Some say that the white- 
collar crim inal is more 
culpable: 
having 
more 
advantages than others he 
bears more responsibility to 
obey the law. 
Thornburgh observed, “ It 
is 
hard 
to 
justify 
in­ 
carcerating the ghetto youth 
for theft of a car while at the 
sam e 
tim e 
putting 
on 
probation 
the 
corrupt 
governm ent 
official 
or 
crooked attorney who has 
abused his position and 
milked the public for larger 
sums of money.” 
W hite-collar crim in als, 
like most criminals, lack 
sympathy for their victims 
They don't understand -- or 
care -- that they are hurting 
others who have a right to 
fair dealing 
Ralph 
N ader 
has 
suggested that a coal mine 
executive who runs an un 
safe pit. for instance, should 
be sentenced to work in th* 
m ines, w here he would 
acquire a feeling of empathy 
for those he was exposing 
danger. 
Whatever the remedy for 
white-collar crime, nobody 
looking at the facts can fail 
to be convinced that the 
phenomenon requires more 
attention than it currently 
receives from the public, 
c r i m i n o l o g i s t s , 
a n d 
government authorities. 
White-collar crim e is real 
criminality, and it deserves 
our full concern, and our 
strong cries of indignation. It 
has been overlooked for too 
long.

It is much larger 
than any of the founders 
realized when they began the 
service last year, mainly as 
a clearinghouse 
for in ­ 
form ation 
on 
w om en’s 
rights. 
The adm inistrative chores 
they thought the cen ter 
would 
handle 
soon 
were 
pushed aside. They were too 
busy finding food, shelter, 
clothing and help for victims 
of physical and sexual abuse 
who flocked to the center day 
and night. 
“ We found a grow ing 
awareness that nothing was 
being done for b attered 
w om en,’’ 
said 
Roslyn 
Sherman, one of the center’s 
three founders. “We m en­ 
tioned it on the news one day 
as one of the problems that 
we deal with, and the next 
day we got a flood of calls.” 
Sandy 
B aker, 
an o th er 
founder, 
pointed 
out 
the 
paradox that lies at the heart 
of the issue: 
“ If a 
man 
assaults 
a 
woman on the street, it's a 
crim inal m atter. 
If her 
husband beats her in her own 
home, it s a civil m atter and 
very hard to prosecute.” 
An abused woman may 
leave her husband under 
such circu m stan ces. But 
such a drastic change isn’t 
easy when your self-esteem 
is low, and your prospects 
are few . 
“ Everyone says, ‘If she 
wants to leave, she can 
leave, what’s the big deal'’’’’ 
Ms. Sherman said. “ There s 
no understanding. 
Often 
she s told she must be doing 
som ething wrong in the 
m arriage or her husband 
wouldn't be responding this 
way.” 
The sudden break is much 
harder when a woman must 
reshape her whole life and 
rethink the romantic notions 


she grew up with. 
“ The sanctity of love and 
m arriage and the family is 
seen as so strong that it’s 
going to take a long time to 
break through that attitude 
and see wife-beating as a 
crim e," Ms. Sherman said. 
“ ‘Rape is a one-time type 
of crime, but m arriage is 
supposed to be an intimate, 
loving relationship. It’s hard 
to deal with or talk about 
when all this violence in­ 
trudes on it.” 
A snickering attitude also 
prevails. It goes along with 
questions like, “ Are you still 
beating your wife?” 
“ People still have to laugh 
a few times before they can 
talk about it seriously," Ms. 
Sherman said. 
The center recently moved 
from a suburban office suite 
to a nine-room, three-story 
home in the city’s West End, 
cen trally 
located 
for 
emergency services and its 
working-class clientele. 
The center relies heavily 
on donations for support. 
Five staff m em bers were 
hired recently with a public 
grant The bare light bulbs 
and 
m ism atched 
and 
makeshift furnishings testify 
that money prim arily goes 
directly to help the women 
who need it. 
The staff is badly needed, 
sometimes just to provide a 
balance to w ell-m eaning 
friends. 
fam ilies 
and 
counselors who think the 
best thing a battered wife 
can do is kiss and make up 
with her husband, although 
he may be bent on revenge 
or suddenly penitent 
“ A man will get out on 
bail, come back to his wife 
and say, ‘You think you had 
it bad before, wait until you 
see what you're gonna get 
now."

What could 
be more broken than the 
violence th ey ’ve already 
had?”

“ These women have been 
dependent all their lives, and 
they could easily transfer

The Visible Woman 


In England they’re called 
‘ old dears,” in San Francisco 
it’s DOL, for little old ladies 
... terms which indicate so­ 
ciety’s affection for women 
into the mature years. If our 
society really does hold this 
affection, it has a strange 
way of showing it. 
Though we all know the at­ 
tractive, vibrantly active 
older woman, just as many of 
us meet the crabby, shabbily 
dressed old ladies with shop­ 
ping bags and sharp umbrel­ 
las, who’ve grown hostile be­ 
cause of the difficulties of 
everyday 
living. 
Which 
woman represents the myth? 
Which tile reality? 
There can be no doubt that 
we have a new generation of 
healthy, independent older 
Americans emerging day by 
day. But just as alive and 
with us are the people Anne 
Karabinof New York’s Office 
of Aging 
speaks of, 
and 
worked with when she or­ 
ganized a workshop on the 
problems of older women. 
Though Karabin points out 
that many older people, both 
male 
and 
female, 
face 
serious 
problems 
today, 
"Older women’s needs are

age 65. Of the approximately 
22.4 million persons 65 and 
over, 13.2 million are women 
and 9.2 million are men. After 
age 75, there are 171 women 
to every IOO men; after age 
85, there are twice as many 
women as men. 
Because of a longer life ex­ 
pectancy (about eight years) 
and because women tend to 
marry men older than them­ 
selves, there are more than 
five times as many widows as 
widowers. So the worries of 
loneliness and of being alone 
are real to women. 
It seems when the ultimate 
"ism ” — ageism — sets in, 
the effects of all the others, 
especially sexism and rac­ 
ism, are compounded. Many 
older women find themselves 
living in the inner city or in 
decaying 
neightborhoods 
where urban problems — es­ 
pecially 
the 
burgeoning 
crime rate —• fall heavily on 
them. 
Though most of our older 
women grew up with tradi­ 
tional female training of pas­ 
sive behavior, and thus find it 
difficult to navigate in a 
world where the meek inherit 
the ragtag ends of things, that 
isn’t the worst of their plight. 
"Income is the major prob­ 
lem,” explains Karabin, "be­ 
cause it enters into every 
other quality of life meas­ 
ure.” 
Back in 1975, Dr. Arthur 
Fleming, commissioner on 
aging, had offered statistics 


to support Karabin’s com­ 
ments. “ Older women who 
are 65 and above have the 
lowest annual median income 
of any age or sex group, 
roughly around $1,900 a year, 
about half of what men in the 
same group receive.” 
Though women statistically 
enjoy more years of life, they 
have less of everything else. 
Some estimates suggest that 
more than 50 per cent of all 
single women above the age 
of 60 live at or below poverty 
level.

Garage Conversion 
Takes Careful Plans

Q. We’ve converted our 
garage into a playroom and 
are planning to furnish it 
soon. 
We are also going to have a 
swimming pool installed this 
fall and the room will be used 
by swimmers part of the 
year. However, I don’t want 
to have the room so func- 
tional for the swimmers that 
it won’t be pleasant the rest of 
the year. For example, I want 
carpet instead of vinyl. 
I would like white furniture 
because the room is rather 
dark. What would you sug­ 
gest as a nice color scheme 
using lots of white and nat­ 
ural tones? — T.T.M. 
A. You can have a very 
functional yet comfortable 
room and it doesn’t need to 
look like the girl’s gym­ 
nasium. 
You will have to accept the 
fact that carpeting will not 
last as long as vinyl and prob­ 
ably will need to be replaced. 
But then maybe you’ll be 
ready for a change. Decorat­ 
ing doesn’t have to be for­ 
ever. In fact, that might be 


quite boring. 
I think it might be fun to 
wallpaper a wall or two in a 
giant plaid in perhaps green, 
white and brown. 
You might purchase a sofa 
or a pair of sofas and a lounge 
chair and ottoman in white 
vinyl. I think you shouldn’t 
use a white natural fiber 
fabric — at least a solid white 
fabric — in a room that will 
get pretty heavy wear. But a 
white vinyl ought to be great. 
Choose sturdy occasional 
and cocktail tables with 
plastic laminate tops so 
snacks and damp glasses 
won’t be a problem. 
For the floor, look for a 
long-pile nylon with several 
colors — perhaps green and 
oatmeal (or off-white) or 
green and beige or brown. I 
wouldn’t select a brown with 
any depth of color because of 
the problem of lint and dust 
showing. But beige is always 
a good solution. 
Accent the room with 
various shades of green from 
a bright mint or emerald to 
soft avocados and olives. 


Q. I am really stuck. We 
have moved into a lovely new 


home in which the previous 
owners carpeted the master 
bedroom suite in turquoise. 
The walls are a light tur­ 
quoise. 
We like modern things and 
think that is what the house 
calls for. But with all the ex­ 
penses of a new home I don’t 
feel I can recarpet the area. 
So I want to incorporate it 
into my color scheme. 
What would be good colors 
to combine with it for a 
snappy, modern room? I can 
paint the walls or paper. — 
K.L.M. 


A. I think I’d paint the walls 
a stark white, do a built-in 
bookcase for a bed headboard 
(unless you already have 
one) and paint it white. Use 
white plastic pedestal tables 
for night stands. 
You might incorporate 
some silvery foil wallpaper 
on the bed wall if you desire 
extra drama. 


Do the windows in white 
draperies to blend into the 
walls unless the room is very 
large and then perhaps some 
patterned draperies in white, 
cherry or rose and turquoise 
would be interesting. 
Home Births Gaining New 
Popularity Across U.S.

Planned childbirth at home 
in “ m alpractice happy’’ 
California can save money 
for new 
parents, 
but it 
presents 
problems 
in 
emergency situations. 
The popularity of home 
births is 
increasing so 
rapidly in the Golden State 
that a 29-member committee 
has been established in the 
State Department of Health 
in Sacram ento to study 
alternatives 
to 
hospital 
birth. It is scheduled to 
submit its final report and 
recommendations by Jan. I. 
Debbie Boyd, 19, and 
Barbara Litwin, 28, are two 
mothers who opted to have 
their first babies at home. 
“The hospital is not a 
place for babies to be bom,” 
said Mrs. Boyd. “It’s a place 
for sick people.” 
“Home birth is for the 
woman who knows herself, 
who knows what she wants 
and can handle it,” said Mrs. 
Litwin, who resolved as a 
volunteer 
worker 
in 
a 
maternity ward to have her 
children at home. 
The Litwin infant was born 
at home in April, with the 
father present. Mrs. Litwin, 
like 
Mrs. 
Boyd, 
had 
prepared for the birth by 
a t t e n d i n g 
s i x - w e e k 
education class. 
“I figure if my cat can do 
it, I can do it,” she said. 
Obstacles to home birth in 
California are raised by laws 
such as those outlawing lay 
midwifery and making nurse 
midwifery legal only with 
direct supervision by a 
doctor. 
The only legal attendant in 
a home birth situation is a 
doctor, except in emergency 
settings. Few physicians are 
willing to handle them. 
“California is malpractice 
happy,” said Dr. John R. 
Repaire, one of the four 
doctors in the San Diego 
area who delivers babies at 
home. 
“Dr. A is afraid to do 
anything that Dr. B doesn’t 
do.” 
Repaire attended 107 home 


deliveries in the first eight 
months this year. He said 
infant and maternal mor­ 
tality rates for his home 
practice 
are 
zero. 
He 
screens prospective patients 
carefully to exclude risk 
factors such as breach 
deliveries, small pelvises 
and body chemistry disor­ 
ders. 
Repaire said doctors are 
discouraged from handling 
home deliveries not just by 


malpractice fears, but by the 
additional time involved and 
the lack of facilities. 
Patients who favor home 
births give reasons such as 
economy, religious beliefs 
and their feeling that home 
birth is better for a child. 
Repaire’s fee for home 
birth and followup care is 
$750. A norm al hospital 
d e l i v e r y , 
i n c l u d i n g 
physician’s fee, can cost 
$1,200.

Tubing tape — sounds a bit 
like something you would use 
for plumbing, doesn’t it? In­ 
stead, it is a terrific aid in 
turning narrow tubing with­ 
out using a knitting needle, 
bodkin, dowel or several of 
those words you save for such 
an occasion. 


Tubing tape is one-fourth- 
inch wide and comes in a 
four-yard roll. 
Use it to turn button loops, 
spaghetti straps, string ties, 
belts or cording. 
Cut the tape about four 
inches longer than your 
fabric strip. Turn down one 
inch on each end of tape to 
form a “handle.” Place tape 
on right side of fabric strip, 
close to the fold line and ex­ 
tending one inch over each 
end. Finger-press tape firmly 
in place. Fold strip and stitch, 
starting one inch down from 
end. 
DO NOT stitch over tape. 
Fold down the unstitched 
one inch to form a “collar.” 
Hold “collar” with one hand 
and hold the end of tape with 
the other. Gently pull down on 
fabric strip as you pull up on 
tape. As the tape comes out of 


the tube, it pulls the fabric 
with it. Voila! A tube turned 
in a twinkling. 


Caution: Do not use tape on 
face 
of 
suede, 
velvet, 
corduroy or other napped 
fabrics; and do not allow tape 
to remain on any fabric for 
longer than 48 hours.
